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Editors Doubt General Adherence to Submarine Warfare Agreement 


Editors of the American newspapers are generally of the opinion that the recent 
signing by Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan and the United States of a protocol 
to “humanize submarine warfare” is a fine thing if adhered to, but doubt that it ever 
will be lived up to. Commenting editorially on the agreement, the editors said: 


“By the terms of the pact,” says the Burlington, Iowa, Hawk-Eye Gazette, 
“submarine warfare is to be restricted. If the agreement is lived up to there will be 
no more blowing up of merchant ships unless the commander of a submarine is sure 
that all persons on board the doomed ship can be rescued from the ship before it goes 
down. And, of course, there will be no more sinking of hospital ships. 

“If lived up to.” There is the catch. 

“Long before the World War there were serious international agreements seek- 
ing to ‘humanize’ war. Poison gas and other means of inflicting frightful death were 
outlined. Civilian population were to be spared—and all that sort of thing. It 
sounded well. But when people go to war pacts, agreements and treaties become 
‘scraps of paper.’ 

“All now hope that the new London agreement will be binding and that the na- 
tions will live up to it.” 


The St. Paul, Minn., News thinks that “there is an element of tragic humor” in 
the signing of the pact. 

“This new rule of war has grown out of international protests against the ruth 
lessness of the German World War policy of sinking ships without trace. It is a most 
proper provision—on paper. The question is how long it will be observed by nations 
engaged in desperate struggle. * * * * 

“The best way of removing the horrors of submarine, of gas, of aerial warfare is 
to find some way of postponing the likelihood of war by rewriting inequitable peace 
treaties, removing trade and economic barriers and re-establishing democracies in 
plaice of fascist and communist dictatorships which must depend upon war scares 
und war for their very existence.” 


Signing of an agreement to humanize submarine warfare is “typical of world 
morality in 1936” says the Shreveport, La., Times, “when every nation is busily pre- 
paring to launch aerial attacks upon its neighbors in the event of war.” 

“It may be said that aerial bombing in the next war will be directed, not at 
civilian centers, but at industrial plants. But what is the difference between workers 
in an industrial plant and members of the crew aboard a merchant ship? 

“Some will say that the submarine agreement is a beginning, and may lead to 
other pacts affecting the most notoriously brutal phases of future warfare. But we do 
not share this belief. 

“The fact that those diplomats, 18 years after the close of the World War, have 
set up an agreement dealing with this one evil which developed in that war, and have 
evolved no check upon the many known new evils which will emerge in the next war, 
is proof that diplomacy is lagging miserably. 


“If the major powers were in earnest, if they really intended to humanize \ «r- 
fare, their agreement would go far beyond the plight of crews and passengers on 
merchant vessels.” 


“What this pact provides from the standpoint of naval tactics is that the ~y)b- 
marine shall surrender its one strategic advantage—stealth of operation and attack,” 
comments the Christian Science Monitor. “Without this advantage the submiurine 
would stand less than an even chance on the surface in fighting an ordinary cargo 
vessel mounting a moderate-calibered gun fore and aft. Much less would it risk 
molesting a merchant ship steaming in convoy. A nation would have to fall back tpoy 
its service fleet to half the enemy's trade or break his naval blockade to insure the 
flow of war materials. Nations lacking an adequate surface fleet would no longer be 
able to offset this disadvantage with the threat of a powerful undersea force. It 
would practically necessitate confining submarine attack to naval vessels.” 


It is to be noted, states the New Orleans, La., Times-Picayune, “that the power 
which practiced and defended ‘unrestricted submarine warfare’ during the World War 
and all of its former allies—remain outside the new agreement thus far. Unless 
and until they accept and pledge obedience to the new rule, its gain for humanity in 
wartime will be rather apparent than real. If non-signatories should resort to 
undersea savagery in any war involving the protocol signers, the latter doubtless 
would feel perfectly free to retaliate in kind. And even if world adherence to the 
protocol were secured, the doctrine that world war necessity knows no law might be 
pleaded in defense of the agreement’s violation. 

“International good faith has been broken so often during recent years that 
treaties and agreements for the ‘civilization’ of war no longer can be accepted at their 
face—if ever they were. The protocol deserves approval of course, by all humane- 
minded folk. If all of them would refuse to approve and defend violation by their 
own respective governments of the ‘rules of war,’ the violations thereof might grow 
fewer and less heinous. But so long as their wholesale breakage enjoys the active 
popular support of the peoples whose governments so offend, the humane restric 
tions upon warfare probably will be scrapped hereafter as in the past whenever they 
prove inconvenient.” 


“If any practice of warfare can be brought under humane rules through inter 
national compact there is hope that war itself may yet be effectively outlawed in like 
manner,” says the Hartford, Conn., Times. “War is barbarity, an indictment of civiliza- 
tion, if international justice can be achieved without it. Although difficulties may 
stand in the way of procuring peaceful adjustment of disputes hitherto regarded as 
non-judiciable, the effort to provide such adjustments should not be abandoned because 
of discouragements which have come with very recent years. 

“Meantime, the international pledge that the rules of piracy shall not prevail 
in attack upon merchant shipping is a compact both valuable in itself and as augury 
that later agreements may be reached even more saving to mankind.”

Individual Flight Record 


A study has been made of the advis- 
ability of exempting Air Corps oflicers on 
duty with combat units from the require- 
ments of Circular No. 69, War Depart- 
ment, 1935, pertaining to individual 
flight records. The following extract, em- 
bodying the decision and policy of the 
War Department, has been published for 
the information and guidance of all con 
cerned: 


“a. Since the unit training appears to com 
pletely fulfill and considerably extend the 
requirements for individual training pre 
scribed in Circular 69, the latter constitutes 
a lesser included element rather than a sepa 
rate and additional training objective for 
individuals on duty with a combat unit dur 
ing the entire training year. 


In the case of individuals transferred 
to a combat unit after the beginning of the 
training year, instances arise when the indi 
vidual’s completion of the requirements of 
Circular 69 can be accomplished only through 
some disruption of the unit training program 
In this event the unit training program 
should have priority and the reasons for non 
compliance by any individual with the re 
quirements of Circular 69 should be noted 
on his Form 5 by his immediate tactical com 
mander, as required by par. 3 b (1) (e) of 
that circular. The Flying Proficiency Board 
has full authority to accept such notation a8

General Board Plan Hit 
By Reserve Association 


Opposition to the General Board's pro- 
posal to transfer officers not selected for 
promotion to the Reserve instead of the 
retired list was expressed this week by 
the U. S. Naval Reserve Officers’ 
ciation. 

Capt. L. W. Hesselman, USNR, presi- 
dent of the Association, speaking before 
the Naval Reserve Conference at the 
Navy Department, declared that the Asso- 
ciation felt “that it would be detrimental 
to the morale of the civilian component 
in the Naval Reserve, to make it a sort of 
reservoir for Regular officers who have 
been denied promotion” and that it was 
unfair to add to the Reserve budget a 
sum that was “a direct obligation of, and 
benefit to the Regular Navy.” 

Meanwhile, Secretary Swanson indi- 
eated this week that consideration of the 
report of the General Board by the 
bureaus of the Navy Department would 
be finished shortly before Congress con- 
venes next January. Asked at his press 
conference Wednesday as to the report, 
the Secretary said: 

“The General Board made its report 
to me and I referred it to the Bureau of 
Navigation and ©@perations to make a 
careful study of it and give a report to

me. I thought it best for everybody that 
the whole thing come up at one time. 
That is the reason we held it up. The 


Bureau of Navigation and Operations are 
now studying it.” 

A number of other studies, allied to 
that made by the General Board, have 
been underway in the Bureau of Navi 
gation, and with their conclusion is ex- 
pected to come a number of important 
changes in the personnel set-up. These 
involve means of supplying a_ sufficient

Delay Large Dirigibles 

A recommendation that no definite pro 
vision should be made for the Navy to 
procure any large rigid airships “pending 
u Clarification of activities in the com- 
mercial airship field” has been made by 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, it was re- 
vealed this week. 

In the annual report of the Bureau for 
the fiscal vear ended last June 30 sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Navy by 
Rear Adm. Arthur B. Cook, USN, the 
latter who succeeded Rear Adm. Ernest 
J. King, USN, as Chief on June 12, set 
forth recommendations regarding future 
lighter-than-air policy made by Admiral 
King just prior to his relief. While pro- 
posing to hold the question of large dir 
igibles in abeyance, Admiral King recom 
mended construction of four smaller air 
His recommendations were: 

(a) Non-rigid Airships. Build the two air 
ships for which funds were included in 1987

Analysis of Army-Navy Football Teams

“Right Wing” 

Army and Navy come up to what 
should prove one of the most interesting 
football battles of the year against the 
background of a season that has been so 
peculiar that the outcome is as difficult 
to prognosticate as any in the recent his- 
tory of this great annual clash. There is 
little doubt that the fact that Navy, 
though having to accept its share of de 
feats (these incidentally at the hands of 
first rank teams) and having scored a 
couple of outstanding victories, has al 
ways been able to show a fighting finish, 
whether in victory or defeat,—-power and 





resourcefulness to the end,—-will make it 
a favorite with the general football pub 
lic. It is of course a tradition of the Ser 
vices that there should be no favorite. 
That is, however, an ideal difficult to at 
tain. There have been times, for from 
fifteen minutes to half an hour, when the 
Army team has looked like the most un- 
beatable engine on the gridiron. 

It is possible that there will be a nota- 
ble upsurge of the soldier forces against 
the sailors (crazier things have hap- 
pened on this year’s gridiron), but it is 
well calmly to look at certain disquieting 
factors in the Army play, one or two of 
which have been on display almost from

Division Reorganization 
Tentatively Approved 


Secretary of War Woodring announced 
on Noy. 19 the War Department approval 
of a tentative reorganization of the Divi- 
sion of the Army. 

The present organization of our Army 
is based largely upon the experience of 
the World War. Since the close of that 
war, marked improvements have been 
made in weapons and in means of trans- 
portation. These improvements have 
indicated the desirability of changes in 
the tactical set-up. 

As a result of this, about a year ago 
the War Department General Staff was 
directed to make a complete study of all 
the questions involved in reorganization 
and in tactical methods essential to 
utilizing to the utmost the advantages ot 
motorization, mechanization and in- 
creased fire power. Two primary objec- 
tives were stressed in the directive. 
lovery facility was to be given to increas- 
ing the strategical and tactical mobility 
of the Army and also mechanical power 
was to be utilized to the greatest possible 
extent in order to economize in man- 
power, 

The General Staff has made a thorough 
and painstaking study of the matter of 
reorganization and has just submitted 
for approval the Divisional Organization 
which it recommends to form the basis 
of the Army structure. In making the 
announcement the Department stated: 

It must be borne in mind that in an Army 
organized such as ours, where not only Regu- 
lar Army units but those of civilian com 
ponents are involved, a radical change in 
organization must be carefully approached 
and thoroughly tested in the fleld before it 
becomes officially a basis for approved tables 
of organization. No sudden drastic change is 
contemplated now, but the results of the War 
Department study will, this Winter, be tested 
theoretically in our service schools and next 
Summer practically by one of our divisions 
in a thorough field test, 

The new Division is a marked departure 
in several directions from that which we now 
have. One of the main purposes which 
actuated its formation was the desire to re- 
move from all organizations the so-called 
“contingent” duties and supply. Instead of 
being prepared at the expense of large pum- 
bers of men and a great volume of material 
to be all things unto themselves, in the future 
all Arms and Services must trust one another 
to perform their assigned functions. 

In the proposed division, the Signal Corps 
will furnish all signal communications ex 
cept that used for fire control, 

The Ordnance Department will be respon- 
sible for ammunition supply to combat units, 

The Artillery will be responsible for all 
artillery support, high explosives and 
chemical 

The organization and equipment of 
combat units will be such as will permit 
maximum fire power, maximum tactical 
maneuver ability, rapid strategical movement 
with rellable and rapid means of control dur- 
ing active operations of the combined arma.

Wear Uniforms in Washington 

In accordance with an order, all officers 
stationed in Washington will have to wear 
their un'forms at least once every three 
months for inspection by their respective 
commanding officers. It will be recalled 
that at the time General Charles P. Sum- 
merall was Chief of Staff, officers in 
Washington were required to wear their 
uniforms one day in each 30. This was re- 
scinded by General Douglas MacArthur. 
It has now been reinstituted but for only 
once a quarter instead of once a month. 

Goethals Memorial 

Under the Chairmanship of General 
Pershing, the Goethals Memorial Com- 
mission met this week and discussed pre- 
liminary plans for the erection of the 
memorial in honor of the great engineer 
who built the Panama Canal. In attend-

Schley, CE, USA, former governor of the 
Canal Zone, Col. John Callan O’Laughlin, 
and William H. May, secretary of the 
commission. Among the matters con- 
sidered by the Commission were the loca- 
tion of the Memorial with'n the Canal 
Zone, the design, and the collateral engi- 
neering questions. Another meeting of the 
commission will occur as soon as a pre- 
liminary inquiry at the Canal shall have 
heen completed. ,

Medical Library Anniversary 

Scientists and leaders in the medical 
profession from all parts of the world 
met at the Army Medical Library, 
Monday night, Nov. 16, 1986, to celebrate 
the 100th anniversary of its founding. 

Sir Humphry Davy Rolleston, Bart., 
one of England’s foremost physicians and 
principal speaker termed the Library one 
of America’s four great contributions to 
the advancement of medical science. He 
said that the Library ranks in medical 
importance with the knowledge of anes- 
thesia, the discovery that insects spread 
disease and the development of public 
health laboratories. 

Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynolds, Sur- 
geon General of the Army, introduced 
Sir Humphry to the more than 600 guests 
and presented him with a scroll making 
him a consultant to the Army Medical 
Library at the conclusion of his address. 

During his address Sir Humphry sug- 


gested that a new building be constructed 
tu house the more than 900,000 rare books, 

Col. Harold W. Jones, MD, USA, 
Librarian, read a message from President 
Roosevelt in which he expressed regret 
at not being able to attend the cere- 
monies. He also said that he hoped that 
the resources of the Library would con- 
tinue to be available “to all who work 
for the betterment of mankind through 
the prevention of disease and the alle- 
viation of human suffering.” 

Colonel Jones read a number of greet- 
ings from institutions in all the leading 
countries of the world.

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Asks Naval Personnel Increase 


Declaring that annual appropriations 
do not permit sufficient enlisted personnel 
to fill the complements of the ships of the 
Fleet, Admiral William H. Standley, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, urges that 
adequate provision be made for manning 
them properly. 

“The fighting efficiency of a Navy is de- 
pendent upon the personnel, both officers 
and men, who man it,” he states in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Navy. “And under-manned ships are al- 
ways at a disadvantage. Therefore, with 
the entry into service of the new ships, 
now authorized and being built to bring 
our Navy into accord with Treaty limits, 
it is very important that appropriate in- 
crease in the personnel be obtained.” 

Admiral Standley reported that the re- 
sults obtained from gunnery practices 
conducted by ships of the Fleet were sat- 
isfactory and that “considerable progress 
was made in the technique of gunnery.” 
Gunnery schools continued to demon- 
strate their usefulness and relative econ- 
omy in furnishing primary gunnery train- 
ing among officers, he said. 

Replacement of the reciprocating en- 
gines of the battleships, New York, Texas 
and Oklahoma was recommended, they 
being “not sufficiently reliable.” As to 
the first two of these ships, they were said 
to require greater main battery elevation, 
replacement of 3-inch by 5-inch anti-air- 
craft batteries and other major altera- 
tions. Modernization of the aircraft car- 
riers Lexington and Saratoga is also 
necessary, the Chief of Naval Operations 
declared. The eight older heavy cruisers 
each require the installation of four addi- 
tional 5-inch anti-aircraft guns, he said. 
“Serious deficiencies in number, speed 
and efficiency” exist in the auxiliary 
ships, which must be remedied by new 
construction, the Admiral stated. Dis- 
cussing Fleet tactics, Admiral Standley 
said: 

The results of the year's tactical training 
have again demonstrated the advantages of 
basing the major units of the U. 8S. Fleet in 
the same general operating areas. Mainte- 
mance of this policy is particularly important 
becatse of the continuing addition to the 
Fieet of many new vessels lacking tactical 
indoctrination. However, such concentration 
should not be permitted to tie the Command- 
er-in-chief to detailed operations to the ex- 
clusion of the broader problems of command. 

The Annual Fleet Concentrations and An- 
nua! Fleet Problems should be continued as 
they are of the utmost value in training the 
personnel of the Fleet.

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Health of Navy Improved 

The number of Navy Line officers with 
perfect eye-sight dropped rather notice- 
ably last year, a survey of medical rec- 
ords made by the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery reveals. 

“During the period March to May, 
1986, inclusive, a survey of the eye-sight 
of line otlicers, U.S. Navy, based on visual 
acuity as recorded on the report of an- 
nual physical examination of each officer 
in 1934 and 1935, was conducted,” Rear 
Adm. P. 8S. Rossiter, MC, USN, Surgeon 
General of Navy states in his annual re- 
port to the Secretary. “Outstanding facts 
are that a total of 6,248 officers 5,071 or 
81.16% had a visual acuity of 20/20 or 
better in both eyes at the time of annual 
physical examination in 1934, and 4,867 
or 77.00%, in 1935.” 

“The health of the Navy, Admiral Ros- 
siter reported much improved with a 13 
percent decrease in the general admission 
rate for diseases and injuries. This was 
due principally to the absence of any epi- 
demic of communicable diseases and a de- 
crease in the venereal diseases it was 
stated. Increased effort in the field of 
preventive medicine and use of the latest 
approved methods in the treatment of 
disease and injury are at least partly re- 
sponsible for the improved health Ad- 
miral Rossiter said. Motor vehicle acci- 
dents caused the most deaths, with 
drowning the second principle cause. 

“There is an acute shortage in the num- 
ber of qualified flight surgeons,” the Sur- 
geon General stated. “Naval aviation is 
expanding rapidly, but only a few medi- 
cals officers have requested training in 
aviation medicine. It is believed that the 
restoration of flight orders to flight sur- 
geons would stimulate interest in this 
specialty, among junior medical officers. 

“One flight surgeon completed the 
pilot’s course at Pensacola, Florida, dur- 
ing the past year and was given the desig- 
nation of Naval Aviator. Two others are 
being given a refresher course, to enable 
them to receive their designation. This 
policy of training a few flight surgeons as 
naval aviators should be continued.” 





To Sponsor Gridley 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
designated Mrs. Lewis Buddy, III, of 
East Orange, N. J., as sponsor for des- 
troyer DD 380, to be named USS Gridley 
in honor of her father, the late Capt. 
Charles Vernon Gridley, USN. Captain 
Gridley was in command of the USS 
Olympia, flagship of Admiral George 
Dewey during the Battle of Manila Bay. 
Captain Gridley was ill at the time, but 
refused to be relieved from duty and 
directed in person the movement of the 
Olympia during the battle and it was to 
him that Admiral Dewey addressed his 
famous command, “You may fire when 
ready, Gridley.” He died at Kobe, Japan, 
June 5, 1898. 

The Gridley is scheduled to be launched 
at the plant of the Bethlehem Shipbuild- 
Fore River, Quincy, 
Mass., Dec. 1, 1936. It was authorized by 
Act. of Congress, March 27, 1934—the Vin- 
son-Trammell Act. 

This is the second vessel to bear this 
name. The first was Destroyer No. 92 
built in 1916 and now being disposed of.

revision of the present fitness report form, 
and new legislation dealing with the na- 
val reserves. 

Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, discussing 
in his annual report the shortage of Line 
officers and the steps taken to remedy the 
deficiency, added the following: “Other 
methods of supplying the necessary num- 
ber of officers are under study by the 
Bureau and are to some degree inter-re- 
lated with the studies now in progress by 
the General Board on the system of pro- 
motion in the Navy.” It was explained 
this week that this study contemplated 
the assignment of Reserve officers to one 
year tours of active duty with the Fleet. 
The plan is considered as a means of 
training Reserves as well as to tem- 
porarily augment the officer strength. The 
“other methods” mentioned do not involve 
the commissioning of any Reservists in 
the Regular Navy or in providing any ad- 
vancements to commissioned statue from 
the warrant or enlisted ranks, it was 
said. There had been some suggestion 
that the best of the Aviation Cadets 
might be taken in the Regular Service 
upon completion of their active tours. 

The revision of the fiitness report is 
progressing although this study is not yet 
complete. The principal change involved 
here is the substitution of the descriptive 
terms of “average,” “above average” and 
“outstanding” for numerical ratings in 
grading officers in the reports. It is 
believed that these terms have a more 
fixed and definite meaning than the pres- 
ent point system. A frequent charge 
against the present system is that numeri- 
cal grades mean different things to differ- 
ent officers. One reporting officer may con- 
sider 3.5 a high mark, for example, while 
another gives it as a low rating. 

The matters before the Naval Reserve 
Conference which has been in session the 
past two weeks are expected to have an 
important bearing upon the whole per- 
sonnel situation. Speaking before the 
Conference, Captain Hesselman, the Re- 
serve Association president said: 

“The Service journals have recently 
discussed the rumored details of a Navy 
General Board Report on personnel which 
is said to be going the round of the 
bureaus before final acceptance. We make 
no pretension of competence to offer any 
advice on the personnel problems of the 
Regular service but the press accounts 
indicate that this General Board Report 
advocates transferring retired officers of 
the Regular Navy to the Reserve. Such 
a proposition was discussed before the 
Delaney Subcommittee during the hear- 
ing on the Naval Reserve Law last Spring 
and most of the testimony brought out 
was adverse thereto. As previously indi- 
eated, we regard it as unfair to add to 
the budget for the civilian component of 
the Reserve a sum for pay of retired offi- 
cers, this being a direct obligation of, and 
benefit to the regular Navy. 

“Aside from that we believe that the 
Retired officers themselves will feel that 
the integrity of the pay to which they are 
rightfully entitled might be somewhat 
compromised if they are classed as Naval 
Reserve. We also feel that it would be 
detrimental to the morale of the civilian 
component in the Naval Reserve, to make 
it a sort of reservoir for Regular officers 
who have been denied promotion. In 
taking that position our members do so 
with full consciousness that many excel- 
lent officers fail of promotion, but their 
attitude and enthusiasm must necessarily 
be somewhat dampened by having been 
rejected. Therefore, the suggestion is 
offered that some alternative and better 
method, than transfer to the Reserve, be 
determined on to retain for the Govern- 
ment the valuable training which these 
men have had as Naval officers. Though 
not trained for other than Naval duties 
many of them are welcomed in other 
branches of the Government and by civil- 
ian institutions. Since these men have had 
thorough Naval training, and in view of 
reported shortages of officers in the Regu- 





lar service, why should not more liberal 
provisions be made for utilizing them in 
their trained vocation by recalling them 
to active duty in the Navy, whenever that 
is necessary ? 

“It would also seem that in view of the 
training these Retired peop.e have had, 
some preferential might well be estab- 


lished in their favor for dut in the 
State Department, the Coast 8 nd 
other Government activities which 


their talents could be made available and 
beneficial to the Government. Our mem- 
bers would consider the charging of any 
form of Retired pay to the Naval Reserve 
appropriation as detrimental to our ser- 
vice because it would probably create a 
very diflicult situation for the civilian 
component whenever there is any paring 
of the budget. A curtailment as applied 
to the Naval Reserve, though based on 
the total money charged under that head- 
ing, would in all likelihood be levied en- 
tirely against the civilian component's 
very meagre allowance.”

tain funds and begin immediately construc- 
tion of an airship of about 2,500,000 cubic feet 
size, as recommended by the General Board 
in 1934. 

(c) Experimentation and Advancement of 
the Art. Obtain funds and begin immediately 
construction of a metal-hulled airship of 
about 1,500,000 cubic feet size. 

(d) Large Rigid Airships. Include large 
airships in the Department’s program for air- 
ship development, but that ways and means 
for acquiring large airships be not fixed at 
this time, pending a clarification of activities 
in the commercial airship field, in which com- 
mercial airship activities the Department 
should cooperate wherever practicable. : 

Pending final decision on this prev iil 
report, Admiral Cook stated in his repor 
that he was making no further recom- 
mendations. 

Reporting “satisfactory progress” in 
the aircraft procurement program de- 
signed to provide the 1910 planes deemed 
required for a treaty Navy and “a very 
marked improvement” in airplane and 
engine design, Admiral Cook declared 
that provision for supporting shore fa- 
cilities has not kept pace with aircraft 
expansion program. 

“This,” he said, “is creating congestion 
at aircraft operating and repair bases 
that is becoming increasingly serious and 
requires prompt provision for additional 
shore facilities, including overhaul shops, 
housing for personnel, hangars, and 
operating improvements which have been 
recommended by this Bureau, if interfer- 
ence with Fleet operations is to be 
avoided.” 

Aircraft repair facilities at overhaul 
bases are now so overloaded that night 
shifts at the various bases may be neces- 
sary in the near future Admiral Cook 
said. To study means of relieving the 
situation a tour of leading Army, Navy 
and commercial bases was made by rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau and all over- 
haul bases, he stated. Following the tour, 
a conference was held which recom- 
mended that operating units extend their 
maintenance work to take over minor re- 
pair work now performed at bases, fur- 
ther extension of the flying interval be- 
tween overhauls, speeding up and in- 
creased coordination of work at overhaul 
bases, and that the stock of aeronautical 
material be increased at all overhaul and 
supply bases. 

Discussing the progress of the plane 
procurement program, Admiral Cook 
said that 370 airplanes and 468 engines 
were delivered during the fiscal year 1936.

WITHIN THE LIMITS OF THE NAVY DEPARTMENT there is considerable, 
and, in some cases, acrimonious discussion over the recommendations for the reform 
of the Naval promotion system, which were submitted by the General Board to the 
Secertary of the Navy the latter part of September. In that confined area high rank- 
ing officers are examining microscopically the proposals made by their seniors in 
experience and years who comprise the Board, Distributed in the Fleet and among the 
stations at home and-abread,-are thousands of oflicers whose careers largely are 
dependent upon the decisions the Department will reach. None of these officers will 
be consulted. The first official knowledge they will get of the new rules which are to 
govern their future, will be when the Secretary of the Navy submits his report to 
the Senate and House Naval Committees. Before those Committees will appear 
advocates of the Department’s plan. In all likelihood, the mass of the officers will 
not have an opportunity to their opinions. Under such circumstances the 
Committees cannot know whether the bill “to promote the efficiency and morale” of 
the Navy will achieve that object especially when there exists an atmosphere of 
apprehension and probably misunderstanding of the effect of numerous provisions. 
Expressing the discontent prevailing in the Service with the present promotion system, 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL almost a year ago moved to bring about the correction 
of the injustices which were seriously affecting morale. In doing so it believed the 
Navy Department would pursue a policy which would assure general knowledge of 
its plans, and invite comment which would be helpful in developing proper solutions, 
The General Board, while holding confidential hearings, sought suggestions from 
every rank and grade affected, and obtained the testimony of some fifty officers. 
This comprehensive inquiry was in keeping with the character of the members of the 
Board. The views of the Board and its recommendations were submitted to the 
Secretary. Instead of making them public at once so that officers could study them, 
the Department authorities merely transmitted them to a few Bureau Chiefs for 
comment. The copies distributed were marked “restricted.” We submit to the 
Secretary of the Navy that this procedure is not fair to the commissioned personnel. 
The report of the General Board should be made public at once. If it meets with 
general approval, enactment of the necessary legislation will follow swiftly. If 
reasonable and sound criticisms should be offered, the General Board would be the 
first to modify its recommendations accordingly. In the interest of present and 
future morale, of prompt action by Congress, and, perhaps of a better law, the 
principle of open publicity should be adopted at once. 


IN HIS ANNUAL REPORT AS CHIEF of the Bureau of Navigation, Rear 
Admiral Adolphus Andrews pointedly referred to the virtually universal ownership 
of private automobiles by officers and the fact that these privately owned automobiles 
are continually used on government business without compensation. “Practically all 
officers,” the Admiral wrote, “own automobiles. In most cases these privately owned 
automobiles are frequently used on Government business without compensation.” 
kn view of these statements, the truth of which is universally recognized throughout 
all the armed services, every effort should be made at the coming Congress to secure 
enactment of legislation authorizing the payment of an allowance for the mainte- 
nance of an automobile. Congress should be made aware of the huge contribution 
made to the conduct of government business by personnel who drive their own cars. 
Because many posts are large, activities widely scattered, and government trans- 
portation continually in use for other purposes, it would be impossible for com- 
missioned officers and many non-commissioned officers to perform their normal duties 
without using their own automobiles. There are posts where the barracks are as much 
as a mile from headquarters and company commanders must go back and forth three 
and four times a day. Supply officers continually drive to and from the nearest town 
in their procurement duties; quartermasters are busy all day with their various 
activities shuttling between pumping plants, electric plants, new construction, roads 
under repair, warehouses and the many installations requiring their daily attention. 
The same is true of shore stations of the Navy, Marine Corps, and the Coast Guard. 


ONE OF THE ARMY’S NEEDS WHICH already has Presidential endorsement 
is that of up-to-date anti-aircraft defenses. The Coast Artillery’s three-inch anti- 
aircraft gun with director is an achievement distinctly American and one which we 
should profit from by issuing to all regiments. Last August when President Roosevelt 
made a roadside inspection of the 62nd Coast Artillery (the only one so equipped), he 
was greatly pleased with the weapon and said, “They are grand, I wish we had more 
of them.” While the development of anti-aircraft defense has placed a new and 
important task upon the Coast Artillery Corps it has in no way relieved it of its other 
duties so vital to the nation’s protection. The function of keeping our harbors closed 
to the enemy remains as an outstanding phase of National Defense. Except for the 
appropriations made available during.the current fiscal year for the Pacific Coast 
little has been appropriated to keep our harbor defenses in the continental United 
States up-to-date. The money now available will aid materially in modernizing the 
defenses of the five principal West Coast harbors. Much remains to be done for the 
others in the United States. Guns of sufficient range and power are available in 
storage but millions are needed to put them in place. Submarine mining has made 
strides since the War, but without funds it can not be fully utilized. With our harbors 
amply protected by big guns, submarine mines and anti-aircraft any enemy would 
hesitate long before risking a valuable Fleet in a forced entry. The personnel, com- 
missioned and enlisted, has worked long and arduously on a training program de- 
signed to reach and maintain a state of highest efficiency. All gun crews, whether 
tractor, seacoast, or railway, also train on one of the three phases of anti-aircraft 
defense—three-inch gun firing, machine gun firing, or searchlight operation. To give 
this important arm the best available equipment should be a consideration of the 
Budget Bureau and Congress.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The New Division Organization—The most striking factor in the tentative divi- 
sion organization approved by Secretary Woodring this week is the effort to achieve 
the most advantage of the mobility, flexibility and fire power afforded by modern 
automotive, signal, and ordnance developments. It was rather unusual that the an- 
nouncement of the organization was made at this time, before the theoretical tests 
in the service schools had been completed and a field test undertaken, but it is believed 
that it will achieve excellent results through permitting all the officers to familiarize 
themselves with the new set-up and be prepared to handle it intelligently amd offer 
constructive criticism. 

The tentative table of organizations for the new Infantry regiment, incorporated 
in the new division, provides for 110 officers and 2362 enlisted men, a reduction of ten 
officers, one warrant officer and 623 men. In place of the present three battalions, 
howitzer company, headquarters company, service company, headquarters aud band, 
the new organization provides three rifle battalions, a machine gun battalion, a head- 
quarters and headquarters company. The howitzer company is taken out of the regi- 
ment entirely and the machine gun companies consolidated into one battalion. Regi- 
mental headquarters has five officers instead of eight, and headquarters companies has 
11 officers and 160 men in place of the three officers and 107 men in the present table, 
and 6 officers and 187 men of the service company, which is combined with the head- 
quarters in the proposed reorganization. The headquarters cempany ix divided into 
four platoons—headquarters, supply, transportation and maintenance —in place of 
the present set-up with a breakdown into sections. Communication is handled by at- 
tached Signal Corps rather than a communication platoon of Infantrymen. Each 
rifle battalion has 24 officers, 580 men, instead of 28 officers, 824 men, divided into 
four rifle companies of five officers and 139 men each, with a battalion headquarters of 
4 officers and 24 men. Each company will have a headquarters, two officers and 19 
men, and three platoons of an officer and 40 men. Platoons are not in turn brokem down 
into sections and squads but have four groups, the basic unit in the new organization. 
There will be three rifle groups of nine men each and a light machine gum group of 
eight men in each platoon. The machine gun battalion has 22 offieers and 462 men, 
consisting of three companies of six officers and 146 men and a beadqwarters detach- 
ment of 4 officers and 24 men. Each company has a headquarters with three officers 
and 23 men, two 30 calibre machine gun platoons and one 50 calibre machime gun 
platoon, each with an officer and 41 men. 

The service will be interested to know that the new division uses the much 
discussed nine man group. The elimination of the brigades does awuy entirely with 
the use of brigadier generals in the divisions, but Secretary Woodring poimted out 
that officers of that grade will be utilized in the corps and in independent commands. 
There will be greater need for motor transportation under the new set-up, Mr. Woed- 
ring pointed out, but procurement plans already call for the purchase of a large mam- 
ber of automobiles anyway, he added. It was stated that if and whem the new division 
is finally approved it will not involve any station shifts for organizations, for these 
now parts of divisions which will not be divisional troops under the new organizations 
will merely become independent units at their present stations. 

In spite of the fact that the new organization will have a war strength of enly 
673 officers and 12,839 men as compared with 995 officers, 10 warrant officers, and 
21,065 enlisted men, of the present organization, the number of motor vehicles will be 
increased from 1552 now required to 1943 for the new set-up. However the road 
column of the division on the march will be reduced from 29 miles to 1% miles. 

At present nothing has been approved as to the reorganization of the Cavalry 
Division, but such a reorganization is under study and it is likely that the trains will 
be cut down considerably. 

In spite of the great reduction in the amount of other arms with the infantry 
divisions, Mr. Woodring pointed out that it will mean no reduction in the other arms 
and services for they will be moved back into the corps where they can be used more 
flexibly and to greater advantage. For example the Field Artillery with the Division 
is cut from a brigade to a regiment and from a personnel strength of 264 officers, three 
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warrants aa? 5556 enlisted men to 110 officets and 2400 wien, but the others will be 
assigned to the Corps and attached to divisigas when necessary. 

The chief* of arms and srvices in Washington are watching the new organization 
with the keenest Interest. Maj. Gen. Leon Krotée#, chief of Cavalry, said that “It 
provides a very powerful and téiobile division with 4eonomy of man power. It will be 
less unwieldy and ts unquestionably an improvemeést. The inclasion of a Cavalry 
reconnaissance unit is of especial significance. It provides the Division commander 
with a small fast-moving force for securing information.” Ordnance officers point out 
that more maintenance will be required and thus the 1mber of Ordtance met in the 
field will be increased. 

Maj. Gen. Edward Croft, Chief of Infantry, said, “I believe this to be a step in 
the right direction. It is something that has been needed for a long time and the 
Chief of Staff deserves a great deal of credit for going ahead with it. 

Secretary Woodring said that in spite of the smaller size of the divisions it is 
net planned to increase their numbers. Of course, a study looking toward the re- 
organization of the corps and army will follow and then a complete recruiting of the 
mobilization planus. 


General Johnson and Industrial Mobilizatiea—Officers througfwut the service read 
with some degree of surprise this week one of the daily newspaper columns under the 
signature of Brig. Gen. Hugh Johnson. “In the War Department,” the soldier-column- 
ist wrote, “the officers who did that work, with only three or fowr exceptions. were 
civilians in uniforms. The exceptions are dead or out of the Army. With two excep- 
tions are aging men whe directed this effort in a civiliam capacity are very far away 
frum this administention’” The General wrote firrther bet it was im the same tenor. 
Officers are wondering if General Johuson forgot Prank A. Scott, of Cleveland, who 
wie the first ehairman of the Munitions Board and also first chairman of the War 
Industries Board: and Howard Coffin, who was one of the organizers of the Council 
of National Defense; and Daniel Willard, who succeeded Mr. Scott as chairman: of 
the War [odestries Board, amd Mr. Barnard Baruch whe succeeded Mr. Willard, and 
Brig. Gen. Benedict Crowell, who was director of munitions, all of whom are very 
much alive and very mach interested in the subject.. Many others could be named, as 
could be many officers who serve in extremely important positions in the War set-up 
who are still active and passing the results of their experience onto the younger gen- 
eration, 


The Pan-American Conference—-resident Franklin’ D; Roosevelt, aboard the 
cruiser Indianapolis and escorted by the Chester, left Charleston, 8S. C., Wednesday 
for the Pan-American Peace Conference to be held in Buenos Aires, Argentina, be- 
ginning Dec. 1, 1936. He is due at Trinidad today. Secretary of State Hull and the 
rest of the United States delegation to the Peace Conference arrived in Rio de 
Janeiro Thursday. The President is scheduled to arrive there: atout the middle of 
next week. 

The Conference will be composed of six major divisions : 

1. Organization of peace. Methods for the prevention and’ pacific settlement of 
inter-Ameriean disputes and consideration of other measures tending toward closer 
association of the Amerieam vepublics and of measures of co-operation witli otlier 
international entities. 

2. Neutrality. Consideratiom of rules regarding the rigtits and’ duties of neutrals 
and belligerents. 

3. Limitation of armaments. Necessity of limiting the organization and’ arma- 
ments of national defense, so as only to guarantee internal security of the States and 
their defense against foreign aggression. 

4. Juridical problems. Consideration of methods for tiie future: codification of 
International Law. 

5. Economic problems. Measures to promote closer economic relations among the 
American Republics and improvement of communication facilities. 

6. Intellectual cooperation. Measures to promote closer intellectual and cuitural 
relations between the American Republics, and the development of the spirit of 
moral disarmament.

Pacific Air Bases—Proposed expenditure of $1,500,000 at Midway and Wake I* 
lands for improvement of seaplane landing facilities, recommended by Maj.

Condemned Material as Targets—It was announced this week that the War De 
partment desires to enable the maximum practicable use of condemned tanks 
tractors, trucks, artillery vehicles, gun carriages and similar heavy material, and 
airplanes as targets for destruction in artillery target practice or in bombing ‘by 
the Air Corps. 

Appropriate changes in AR 20-35 accordingly will be published authorizing 
inspectors to designate such articles for use as targets. When so designated and 
approved for this use, the chief of the supply arm or service concerned will inform 
corps area, department, and GHQ Air Force commanders of the availability and 
location of the articles. If desired as target materials, the appropriate commanders 
will take necessary action to obtain the articles and, when so obtained, to see 
that they are utilized as target materials. 

When condemned articles are no longer required or have served their pur- 
pose as target materials, the articles or remains thereof, if in the opinion of the 
commanding officer the value appears to justify the expense, will be turned in as 
salvage. Articles designated as target materials will be shown on I. & L. Reports 
«W. D., I. G. D. Form No. 1) by the abbreviation “TM” in column 38. 


Air Training Activities in Panama—Under the direction of Brig. Gen. George H. 
Brett, new 19th Wing Commander, the Air Force of the Panama Canal Depart- 
ment is now well started on its new program of training. Cooperating with the 
Coast Artillary, the Wing has been engaged in a problem which will extend over 
a period of a year and a half. This problem, of course, concerns the defense of 
the Canal, but the Air Corps is used alternately as attacking and defending force. 
One day a week, sometimes two, Bombardment, Observation and Pursuit take 
off with blood in their eyes and gas in the belly tanks, ready for practically 
anything.

Again, the Pursuit and Observation may be Blues 
trying to prevent Red Bombers, simulating carrier—based enemy, from reaching 
the Cunal. The Bombers are forced to guess their release lines, which is highly 
unsatisfactory where split second timing is of such vital importance. Because 
of the fact that the Keystone Bombers are for the time being out of commission 
and that the B-10’s are all assigned as long distance reconnaissance, there is 
some scurrying when a Bomber is wanted.

The Services’ Chaplaincy 

The anti-chaplaincy resolution adopted 
by the International Convention of the 
Disciples of Christ has aroused consider- 
able differences of opinions among the 
members indicating that it comes a long 
way from being representative of the 
opinion of the church members. 

Chaplain Walter B. Zimmerman, 
(major), stationed at Jefferson Bks., 
Mo., has written an article in the 
Christian-Evangelist, national weekly of 
the Disciples of Christ, asserting that 
the resolution was based on false assump- 
tions. Chaplain Edward L. Branham, 
(lieutenant colonel), of Ft. Sill, Okla., 
asked the editor of the publication if he 
had read Ik. Markham's “He drew a circle 
and shut me out?’ to which the editor 
replied : 

“Every Disciple who is a chaplain may 
feel as Chaplain Branham does about 
the resolution of the Kansas City con- 
vention. As we have stated before, we 
opposed the form and procedure of that 
resolution. But since we thoroughly sup- 
port its objectives and spirit, it is not im- 
proper for us to reply that Chaplain 
Branham’s statement of that issue is 
erroneous, There is nothing in the action 
which ‘resolves the chaplains out of the 
brotherhood.’ There is nothing in it 
which attacks them personally in their 
character or their sincere Christian faith, 
which ‘draws a circle and shuts them 
out,’ ”’ 

In his article Chaplain Zimmerman 
stated: 

“As an army chaplain and a registered at 
tendant on the Kansas City convention of the 
Disciples I was shocked by the resolution con 
demning the chaplaincy, my life work as a 
Christian minister. Expecting prayerful co 
operation and a shared responsibility from 
my brethren, this bitter resolution hurt. But 
since the convention I have been shocked 
again and again by the attitude of leading 
ministers and laymen who disagree with the 
attitude of the resolution. More than 100 of 
my close associates have expressed this dis- 
agreement, in conversation or letter, and not 
a single one has manifested support, though 
the resolution was “railroaded through,” as 
a supporter said it would be! * * * 

“After all, there is a ‘joker’ in the resolu- 


tion: it would provide a nonmilitary (or paci 
fist) ministry to the armed forces at the 
churches’ own expense! There are two issues 
here. 

“First, if this proposed civilian ministry, 
without uniform and without government 
allegiance, is ultra-pacifist, like the propo 
nents of this resolution, would they be very 
effective with the uniformed forces? Or again, 
if this proposed civilian ministry turned out 
to be too militant, would it be persena grata 
to the ultra-pacifists who sponsored the reso- 
lution? I must confess that I await the an- 
swers from the proponents of the resolution. 
To me, such a proposal is preposterous, Any- 
way, this method of “Camp Pastors” was long 
ago weighed in the balance and found want 
ing by the churches themselves. 

“Second, a civilian ministry to the armed 
forces ‘at the churches’ own expense.” When 
has the generosity of the churches encour 
aged such a gesture? 

“During the World War some chaplains, 
among our own, were provided $25 a month 
for extra expenses connected with their work 
as ministers. They were also loaned a port- 
able typewriter to prepare reports on how 
well they had spent this gratuity. After the 
war the expense money was reduced to $15, 
then $10 a month. Finally, it was discon- 
tinued, ‘dissociated,’ and I was provided one 
year's free subscription to The Front Rank, 
with a letter informing me that “times were 
so hard” (in those boom days) that the 
churches could not afford to assist chaplains 
and that they must depend on their own re 
sources. As we look back on this we can re- 
live a ‘lafftime.’ 

“Civilian ministers, unemployed, who look 
with hope to serving the army “at the 
churches’ own expense” should beware of this 
little joker in the resolution. Remember that 
many a Camp Pastor, 20 years age, started 
out with a nice car, a comfortable civilian 
home, and an excellent salary, only to be 
dropped by his church a few months or years 
later. Some Camp Pastors, who did excellent 
work, may read this and agree with me, 

“The trouble with the civilian ministry or 
Camp Pastor service to the armed forces is 
threefold: 

1) Such a minister must ingratiate himself 
with the army as a radical militarist and thus 
lose the support of his pacifist brethren; or 

2) be pronouncedly pacifist and secure the 
support of his sympathetic supporters and 
thus lose his effectiveness in the army; or 

3) he must be a pacifist when among his 
pacifist supporters and a militarist when en 
deavoring to ingratiate himself with the mill 
tary group he serves. Any one of these at 
titudes is fatal to faith,”

the beginning. Army began the season 
with prospects so bright that no amount 
of pessimism on the part of coaches or 
outside observers could totally eliminate 
a tendency to overconfidence. The man- 
ner of the Colgate defeat should have 
eliminated this. It is to be feared that 
the manner of the Harvard triumph 
brought it back. Worried from the start 
about the center position, there seemed 
at last a prospect that that puzzle had 
been solved, and if, against Notre Dame, 
there was a finer center playing on any 
football field than Hartline, we failed to 
learn of him. But then the power began 
to ebb. The loss of Wilson could not be 
repaired. Influenza farther weakened the 
team, and then, on Saturday, came 
another irreparable loss in the sprained 
ankle to Kobes, who had developed into 
a really great end. 

But the two things that make the out- 
side observer feel so shaky about Army 
prospects have been first, an abandon- 
ment of the old fairly conservative type 
of generalship that has won so many 
games so handsomely in the past; and 
second, that the entire body of coaches 
scouted the Navy-Notre Dame game, and 
returned to the work of preparation with 
apparently very little understanding of 
just where and how the South Bend team 
would strike. So when Notre Dame was 
finally met, the same hurried forward 
passing in home territory resulting in 








interception, the same sudden lapses into 
utter bewilderment, were still in evi- 
dence. To digress for a moment, there 
has been a general tendency this year on 
the part of the old line teams, to adopt 
weird generalship. Perhaps it is a sign 
of the times. But there was warning 
enough in the fall of great Minnesota 
through crazy lateral passing in the rain, 
and in the general failure of Ohio State, 
whose coach has advertised “razzle- 
dazzle” football to the nth. power, while 
Fordham, at this writing standing upon 
an eminence, has capitalized conservative 
football as almost never before. In a 
word, defense can still win football 
games. 

If we turn now to the individual Army 
players who will face the Navy, it may be 
said that necessary replacements have 
weakened them somewhat, but that al- 
most any coach in the country would 
gladly find a place for almost any one of 
them. Meyer, whose kicking this season 
has not been quite as good as in the past, 
is still one of the best passers extant, 
and is likely at any moment to make a 
long run for a touchdown against almost 
any team in the land. Ryan, whether as 
a runner or on either end of the pass, 
seems to have come to a peak. The quar- 
terbacking by Kasper and Martin is weak 
at best, the running of Craig is good 
while he is in, but he and Meyer must 
alternate; Sehwenk has = improved 
steadily but still leaves something to wish 
for-—-and there you have the backfield. 
Not perfect by any means, but with weak- 





nesses and high sopts, the latter of the 
very best. 

In the line the first string, even with 
Preston in place of Kobes, has a deal of 
power. Stromberg is a fine end, and these 
two on the flanks should do well, albeit 
they have given way to shift and sweep 
running such as the Navy will un- 
doubtedly use. Ericksen is one of the 
best tackles in the country, Mather 
powerful but still rather green. Smith 
and Kimbrell, the guards, are not as 
“great” as many of their predecessors. 
Hartline has developed into a truly fine 
center. The reserves have been depleted 
for one reason or other, and here the 
Navy has a noticable advantage both in 
the backfield and the line. It is a team, 
I repeat, that at times has shown un- 
beatable strength, but has yet to show 
dependability. 

This quality of dependability is one 
that simply shrieks for recognition on the 
part of the Navy. Here is a team that 
had Yale beaten but for a break, that 
was fooled into a small score defeat by 
one determining play on the part of 
Princeton, that did very well against 
powerful Pennsylvania, that was impres- 
sive against Notre Dame not so much be- 
cause of its victory by a small score as 
by the manner of it, that was able to 
stop terrific rallies by strong teams, nota- 
bly Notre Dame and Harvard, that in 
no circumstances has ever lost a certain 
fine elan. 

In Ingram it boasts one of the finest 
backs in the game both on attack and 
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defense, in Antrim a hard blocker and 
good pass receiver, in Thomas Reimann, 
Cooke and Willsie, a group of sweet run- 
ning backs, with more in reserve, and in 
Sneed Schmidt a great “location kicker.” 
There is a possible field goa! by Ingram 
in this backfield’s system anywhere in- 
side the 30-yard line. The attack has 
both power and deception, and after see- 
ing Army fooled by the Notre Dame shifts 
and sweeps, which Navy eventually 
stopped, I confess to having lost some of 
my confidence in the soldier defense ip 
this type of play. To be perhaps rather 
brutally frank about the Army attitude 
toward the sweeps, I fear the soldier 
high command had stopped this type of 
play so well and even masterfully in the 
past that it was just a shade contemp- 
tuous of it up to the hour of the terrific 
Notre Dame awakening. Or else the 
players were. As for the head coach, Lt. 
Garrison H,. Davidson, I have never 
known him to underrate any opposing 
players on any opposing play. So much 
for that. 

What have we in front of this very 
fine backfield? A line that has acquitted 
itself extremely well against all oppo- 
sition, and now and then has been able to 
assert its absolute control of the game. 
Fike I consider an exceptional end, and 
Soucek nearly as good. Lynch, tackle, 
and Dubois, guard, make a very strong 
left side, Captain Morrell, guard, and 
Hessell, tackle, a good right side, with 
Miller or Fincher, both of whom have 
come along fast, pinning the two together 
as on a pivot. 

In mentioning the backfield I purposely 
left out Case in order to come to him as 
perhaps a determining quantity. In a 
team that has shown so much sheer fire 
in so many situations it is difficult to 
single out any one man for special men- 
tion as a “spark plug.” But the fact re- 
mains that Case has on several occasions 
“lifted” this team to the heights which 
it has attained. If, after all, as some of 
us maintain, football is in the last 
analysis a thing of the spirit, then that 
spirit flames unmistakably in Case. 

In what has been written so far it must 
be apparent that the Navy as a favorite 
is unmistakable. It is fairly certain what 
sort of performance Annapolis will de- 
liver. Which does not prove that the 
Army will be beaten. The analysis is a 
fairly cold one. Some sudden surge of the 
spirit may turn up to transmogrify Army 
into a team that can deliver for a full 
game what it has been able to deliver for 
from fifteen minutes to half an hour. In 
which case we shall have what has come 
to be known as another “upset.” The 
chances for such things in football are 
numerous. But such a thing would not 
be an “upset.” 

A few changes in position play here and 
there and in attitude to the matter in 
hand can do this apparently incredible 
thing. However, perhaps the best way to 
leave it is to say that on the record and 
the apparent mood of the team any im- 
partial observer is forced to pick the 
Navy as winner. If he picks Army he is 


making a guess—perhaps a_ winning 
guess, I grant—but a guess based on the 


imponderables that nobody knows. 


Dedications of American Battle 
Monuments 

The American Battle Monuments Com- 
misston, of which General John J. Persh- 
ing, General of the Armies, is chairman, 
at a meeting held Nov. 16, decided, sub- 
ject to the approval of the President and 
of Congress, to proceed with the dedica- 
tions of American monuments on French 
and Belgian battlefields and the memorial 
chapels in the eight American military 
cemeteries in France, Belgium and En- 
gland. 

These dedication ceremonies will be 
held in July next, twenty years after 
American entry into the war. These mon- 
uments and chapels have been under con- 
struction for more than ten years, in ac 
cordance with an Act of Congress W hich 
created the Commission in 1923. The en 
tire building program is now complete.

Medical Center Memorial Chapel 

The Thanksgiving Service in The Me- 
morial Chapel at the Army Medical 
Center on Thanksgiving morning will 
close the chapter of struggle and continue 
the one of joy for the Gray Ladies of the 
Volunteer Service of the American Red 
Cross who have served at Walter Reed 
Hospital since 1918. 

Back in 1924 The Gray Ladies started 
a nest egg for a Non-sectarian Memorial 
Chapel to be built as a memorial to the 
men and women who had died in service. 
In 1927 this nest egg amounted to about 
$20,000 and it was thought $50,000 would 
build The Chapel. 

On the 11th day of the 11th month at 
the 11th hour of the 11th year after the 
Armistice, ground was broken for this 


Chapel. The corner stone was laid May

Marine Corps Increase Urged 

Increase of the personnel of the Marine 
Corps to meet the greater demands on 
the Corps resulting from building the 
Navy to treaty strength is urged by Maj. 
Gen. John H. Russell, Commandant of the 
Marine Corps in his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

“Congress appropriated this fiscal year 








for a Marine Corps average strength of | 


16,500 enlisted men and 1,074 officers on 
the lineal list,” the Major General Com 
muandant states. “This is about 10,500 
less than the number of enlisted men con- 
sidered adequate to meet requirement for 
a treaty Navy in furnishing proper 
guards for navy yards and station, main 
taining marine detachments afloat and 
at the same time maintaining the Fleet 
Marine Force at 50% of its complement, 
which is the minimum requirement of 
such Force in immediate readiness for 
emergencies. There is also a shortage of 
officers to perform present duties. 

“As new construction brings the Navy 
nearer to treaty strength the increase in 
naval activities makes greater demands 
on the Marine Corps, which can only be 
met if appropriations are made permit- 
ting the increase of enlisted personnel in 
proportion to that of the Navy.”

Purchase New Observation 


Planes 

Secretary of War Woodring announced 
Nov. 19, the award of a contract amount- 
ing to $3,429,600 for the delivery of ap- 
proximately 120 0.47 Corps and Army 
Observation airplanes to the Air Corps. 

This is a three-place, mid-wing, single 
engine monoplane with retractable land- 
ing gear and tail wheel, and is powered 
with a Wright Cyclone engine developing 
approximately 850 horsepower. It is 
equipped with flaps to permit take-off and 
landing from small emergency airdromes 
thereby enabling fast and modern combat 
airplanes to utilize the types of airdromes 
which are available to Observation type 
aircraft serving Corps and Army units.

The Ninth Corps Area 
(Continued from last week) 


By MAJ. GEN. GEO. S. SIMONDS 
USA, Commanding 

No military picture of the Ninth Corps 
Area would be accurate or complete with- 
out the inclusion of the civilian compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States. 
Here, too, we find much that is distine- 
tive. The Far West is clearly defense- 
conscious. There are various reasons for 
this, not the least of which is the fact 
that many of our citizens are closely con- 
nected with the period when the frontier 
finally reached the shores of the Pacific. 
They have a vivid knowledge of the cour- 
age, hardships and daring that were in- 
volved in the winning of the West. They 
are not disnosed to run any risk of los- 
ing the heritage which their fathers and 
mothers created for our nation. Be that 
as it may, the armed services are almost 
universally respected and honored 
throughout this region and membership 
in any component of the Army of the 
United States is regarded as an evidence 
of laudable civie spirit. In consequence 
the esprit of the National Guard, the Or- 
ganized Reserves, the ROTC and the 
CMTC is high, and their memberships are 
alert and eager for training. 

While this headquarters normally ex- 
ercises no command over the National 
Guard, we are keenly interested in its 
development and progress. Its total 
strength in the Ninth Corps Area is 1354 
officers, 18 warrant officers and 16,665 
men, an aggregate of 18.037. It comprises 
two complete infantry divisions, the 40th 
and 41st, the 58th Cavalry Brigade and 
the 24th Cavalry Division (GHQ Re- 
serve) and considerable GHQ Reserve 
Field Artillery and Coast Artillery. The 
unusual proportion of cavalry (Wyo- 
ming'’s National Guard is 87% cavalry) 
is a reminder that there are still regions 
in our country where the horse is with- 
standing the motor. All in all, the Na- 
tional Guard is on its toes, greatly pre- 
occupied with mobility and proud to dem- 
onstrate that It can move fast and hit 
hard. 

The same practical go-ahead spirit ac- 
tuates the Organized Reserves in this part 
of the country. All told we have some 
12,500 Reserve Officers in the Ninth Corps 
Area, providing the backbone and cadre 
for three infantry divisions plus numer- 
ous auxiliary troops and units pertaining 
to higher echelons. Here again the ques- 
tion of space is injected into our prob- 
lems. We have numerous Reserve Offi- 
cers who live far from centers of popula- 
tion, precluded from collective inactive 
duty training and subject to the discour- 
agement that attends isolation. Yet I am 
happy to say that in the Reserves our 
standards of individual and organiza- 
tional training are gratifyingly high. We 
do not claim a monopoly of military effi- 
ciency but we.-are very proud of the 
honors and trophies which seem to gravi- 
tate steadily to individual officers and to 
Reserve organizations in the Far West. 

Here, as elsewhere, the Officers Reserve 
Corps is largely built up and maintained 
by an influx of personnel from the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps and the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps. Both 
of these agencies are providing us with 
splendid officer material, alert, patriotic 
and surprisingly aware of both their abil- 
ities and their limitations. It was a 
pleasure at the beginning of the current 
fiscal year to welcome 112 young oflicers, 
recently commissioned from these groups, 
into line organizations of the Regular 
Army for a year’s active duty. 

While the Army’s participation in the 
work of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
is coordinate with that of other Govern- 
mental agencies, our share therein in this 
Corps Area is a major undertaking in 
itself. At one time we had in the Ninth 
Corps Area a CCC strength that exceeded 
the entire enlisted strength of the Regular 
Army. Sven today we have 313 com- 
panies with a total enrolled strength of 
45,374. They are engaged in a variety of 
specialized projects that would take pages 
to recount. One feature of our CCC ad- 
ministration is the necessity of seasonal 





movements of camps because of the cli- 
matic range: in the Spring many com- 
panies follow the snow line as it retreats 
up into the mountains; in the Fall they 
are forced down to lowland projects along 
with the muledeer and the wapiti. 

In this Corps Area the CCC from its 
inception has been regarded in a dual ca- 
pacity, as a developer of national re- 
sources and as a builder of men in terms 
of character and of training for the fu- 
ture. Education in the camps is one of 
our preoccupations. Despite the difficul- 
ties incident to frequent moves, to isola- 
tion and to turnover of personnel, we are 
getting definite results. Our camp educa- 
tional advisers have developed into an 
alert group who exploit brains of com- 
missioned, technical and enrolled person- 
nel in their search for people with knowl- 
edge and the ability to impart it. Wher- 
ever possible we use local school facil- 
ities, established correspondence courses 
and the services of instructors made 
available through welfare agencies. In ad- 
dition we have established our own corre- 
spondence school with an input of thou- 
sands of lessons. The work already done 
by the CCO will pay us material dividends 
through years to come. I am convinced 
that, by education and training of the 
enrollees, even greater dividends of char- 
acter and citizenship are assured to 
America for the future. 

Quite divorced from my command and 
my control, there dwell in the territory 
assigned to the Ninth Corps Area certain 
other military agencies. For instance we 
have stationed here an entire wing of the 
GHQ Air Force. It is a pleasure and an 
inspiration to watch its progress in at- 
tacking its organizational, administrative 
and tactical problems. At Seattle, Wash- 
ing, the Signal Corps maintains headquar- 
ters of the Alaska Communication Sys- 
tem which keeps the world in touch with 
that territory, provides radio communi- 
cation within Alaska and sets a notable 
example of military and technical effi- 
ciency. Finally, the accomplishments of 
the Army Engineers in River and Harbor 
improvement and conservation and in con- 
nection with the development of great 
public works is worthy of the most flat- 
tering mention. 

Such is a short sketch of the Army in 
the Ninth Corps Area. It is a_ big 
and varied organization spread over a 
vast area, vet from my point of view it 
can be summed up in a single sentence: 
it is a splendid and inspiring command. 


Engineering Improvement Seen 


Improvement in the material condition 
of the Fleet has taken place during the 
past year, Rear Adm. Harold G. Bowen, 
USN, Wngineer-in-Chief of the Navy, 
states in his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, made public this week. 

The relief to navy yards by the forces 
afloat undertaking a larger portion of 
repair work thus permitting the yards to 
xo ahead with additional major improve- 
ments, is responsible for this condition, 
it was said. A warning was issued, how- 
ever, that unless the repair facilities 
afloat are increased by the procurement 
of additional repair ships and tenders or 
by replacements, the portion of Engineer- 
ing maintenance performed at sea cannot 
be materially increased. Additional funds 
will be necessary for repair and mainte- 
nance activities if “retrogression” is not 
to occur Admiral Bowen said. 

Need for new plant equipment in navy 
yards was expressed. “Various problems 
in connection with engineering personnel 
were satisfactorily solved,” said Admiral 
Bowen, “although owing to the limited 
number of engineering postgraduate ofli- 
cers available, all demands for their ser- 
vices could not be met.” The importance 
of such postgraduate training was 
stressed.

Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on November 10 shows increases 
for the week of $42,000,000 in total loans 
and investments and $173,000,000 in de- 
mand deposits-adjusted, decreases of 
$20,000,000 in time deposits and $30,000,- 
000 in United States Government de- 
posits, and increases of $47,000,000 in 
deposits credited to domestic banks and 
$138,000,000 in reserve balances with 
Federal Reserve banks. 

Loans to brokers and dealers in New 
York City decreased $5,000,000, loang 
to brokers and dealers outside New York 
decreased $9,000,000, and loans on se- 
curities to others (except banks) in- 
creased $1,000,000, Holdings of accept- 
ances and commercial paper bought in 
creased $9,000,000, real estate loans in- 
creased $1,000,000, loans to banks in- 
creased $15,000,000 in the New York 
district, and “Other loans” increased 
$15,000,000 in the New York district, 
$7,000,000 in the Chicago district and 
$26,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks. 

Hloldings of United States Govern- 
ment direct obligations increased $13,- 
(00,000 in the New York district, $11,- 
000,000 in the Boston district and $17, 
000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
and decreased $16,000,000 in the Chicago 
district. Holdings of obligations fully 
guaranteed by the United States Govern- 
ment increased $5,000,000. Holdings of 
“Other securities” decreased $15,000,000 
in the New York district and $19,000,000 
at all reporting member banks.

Admiral Conard’s Report 


An increase in Naval storage facilities 
on the West Coast is asked for by Rear 
Adm. Charles Conard, SC, USN, Pay- 
master General of the Navy, in his an- 
nual report to Secretary Swanson. 

“With practically the entire Fleet op- 
erating in the Pacific,” he states, “storage 
facilities at West Coast stations are en- 
tirely inadequate for the supplies needed 
to meet the requirements of the Fleet and 
industrial activities. At the Navy Yard, 
Mare Island, the situation is particularly 
acute; and, while erection of a one-story 
temporary storehouse has recently been 
authorized at that yard under a WPA 
project, no permanent relief can be ex- 
pected until the new general storehouse, 
now carried in approved development 
plans, has been constructed at Mare 
Island, and a naval supply depot for Fleet 
supply has been established on San Fran- 
cisco Bay.” 

Commenting on the expenditure of 
money from the Naval Supply Account 
Fund to finance new ship construction 
and enlarge stocks on hand, Admiral 
Conard states that while this has per- 
mitted “real economies,” the Fund has 
been reduced to a point where it must be 
augmented by congressional appropria- 
tions “if the present system of financing 
the purchase and issue of naval stores 
is to continue.”
